In  1864  the  city  was  threatened  with  extinction.  The  Atlanta 
Campaign,  led  by  General  William  T.  Sherman,  culminated  in  the 
torching  of  the  city.  Only  a  few  homes  were  spared,  and  the  city  was 
totally  evacuated.  Yet,  in  1865  the  residents  returned  and  recon- 
struction began.  By  1890  all  signs  of  the  devastation  were  gone,  and 
Atlanta's  resurgence  was  complete. 

The  statue,  The  Phoenix,  represents  the  city's  unwillingness  to 
accept  defeat  then  and  its  wish  to  excel  now.  The  phoenix,  a  myth- 
ical bird  which  symbolizes  resurrection,  gazes  upward,  embodying 
the  desire  to  achieve.
